The first indication of the 
failure came in an an- 
‘nouncement made here 30 
minutes after the Ilaunch- 
ing. The National Aeronau- 
tics and Space Administra- 
tion said radio signals from 
Pioneer's second stage had 
been interrupted.

OTTON planters through- 
out Israel are as exul- 
tant as can be expected from 
persons who have to temper 
their. enthusiasm with 
knowledge that if ‘they ap- 
pear too prosperous the Gov- 
ernment will cut the cotton 
subsidy.
